‘ The Allied nations each shall, be­ 
fore the negotiation of peace, openly 
and solemnly affirm the principles of 
Justice and right for which thev have 
fought and which they are determined 
to apply in the treaty. 
“ Conditions and fundamental regu­ 
lations for tin* organization of a so­ 
ciety of nations shall he settled; the 
Allies shall bind themselves to observe 
them among themselves forthwith and 
forever. 
“ The treaty of peace shall include 
the obligations to which the Allies sub­ 
mit for the maintenance of i»eace, not­ 
ably obligatory arbitration and lim i­
